‘The Royal Dublin Society was the first 
institution to make dispositions. for 
radium ‘research which enabled the: 
“Dublin method” to be adopted so 
generally, and was the first institution 
in the world to establish means by which 
radium treatment of cancer was brought 
within the hope of the poor by putting 
it within the range of the . genera 
practitioner. The Royal Dublin Society 
undertook this work in the scientific 
spirit, and to advance knowledge of the 
be properties of radium, when, in 

ebruary, 1914,. at the suggestion of 

Professor John Joly,. its Science Com- 
mittee- recommended the Council to 
establish a Radium Committee. Imme- 
diate results followed from the Society’s 
action. 


THE LAMP IN THE DESERT. 


About. this time Professor Joly and 
Dr. Walter C. Stevenson visited London, 
and, having investigated everything in 
regard to radium and X ray practice, 
they saw that the existing radioactive 
treatment methods were in many ways 
defective. In application, the methods 
were crude and wasteful, and the process 
possibly, to some extent, was harmful. 
There was insufficient assurance that. sn 
‘malignant growth was within the range 
of the radium influence as it was applied 
in those days. 

For therapeutic’ purposes radium is 
used in. the’ form of salts. In its proces» 
of disintegration radium gives off what is 
known ‘as radium: emanation, a gas 
possessing the property of radio-activity ; 
this emanation can be pumped off the 
radium and used with economy and 
facility without touching the radium 
specimen. 

In London they were using methods 
which might be likened to the lighting of 
a town with an enormous lamp placed a 
mile high in the sky, instead of erecting 
‘a number of small lamps in each of the 
town’s streets. 


EARLY TREATMENT. 


Professor Joly devised means of divid- 
‘ing radium emanation. into small 
quantities. and Dr. Stevenson was the 
first to apply minute quantities in 
needles, made of gold or platinum, for 
the treatment of cancerous growths. To 
these two Dublin scholars is due the 
credit of having founded the basis of all 
modern radium treatment. The Roval 
Dublin Society, by acquiring a quantity 
of radium, from which emanation was 
pumped off, under Professor Joly’s 
direction, and then put into capillaries 
by Mr. Moss,.was able to distribute it in 
unwasteful proportions to the clinician, 
and so spread the benefit to cancer 
patients far and wide. This system, 
originated in Dublin, has afforded 
immense benefits to suffering humanity 
in all big centres. 

The Royal Dublin Society’s report. of 
the Irish Radium Committee. of 1928 con- 
tains a protest against a “ Press state- 
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ment ” in land attributing the new 
technigue to Continent, and parti- 
cularly tó Brussels. What is referred to 
in the re as the Continental “ new 
technique” is the ‘ Dublin method,” 
consisting in the insertion of a number 
of needles containing radium emanation 
all round a cancerous growth, which 
growth is not only destroyed, but is pre- 
vented from affecting surrounding tissues. 


LACK OF RECOGNITION. 


Dr. 
logist, has been moved to indignation at 
the lack of recognition of the meritorious 
service of the two distinguished Irish- 
men who introduced the process. Dr. 
MacCarvill said the other day that “it 
took others years to realise how funda- 
mentally sound this ‘Dublin method ’ 
was, and when they did realise it some of 
them ignored the part Dublin had played 
in it.” He. had, he added, recently 
visited Brussels, and when talking to Dr. 
Sluys, chief of the Radium Institute 
there, Dr. Sluys expressed his dis- 
pleasure that other centres had not given 
Dublin the credit due to it. “ In Stock- 
holm and in America they recognise 
Dublin’s part, but,” said Dr.. MacCar- 
vill, “‘in London and in Paris I did not 
find anyone who acknowledged Dublin’s 
contribution.”’ 

It was in the United States that the 
Joly-Stevenson technique was first de- 
scribed as the “Dublin method.” We 
may. allow the fact that they said there 
that it was Dr. Duane, of Boston, who 
suggested it, but, at least, they did no 
say that he did it. | 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 

Dr. Haden Guest has been investigating 
the causes of the high cost of radium. 
He suspects monopoly at the source of 
supply as the chief reason; but that 
does not mean a “corner.” The chief 
supply is from the Radium Belge mines 
in the Congo, and more than once ‘they 
have answered Dr. Haden Guest’s ques- 
tion. The answers have conveyed the 
impression that the whole institution was 
organised in an atmosphere of philan- 
throphy, and that it is being worked 
solely in the interests of humanity. 
There are popular misconceptions regard- 
ing. radium in its origin and in its 
essence. When Madame Curie first pro- 
duced radium from uranium a popular 
fallacy became current that its activity 
was inexhaustible. It was a pardonable 
error, attributable, as one might say. 
to radium’s parentage. The estimated 
life of uranium 1s ten billion years. It 
is, therefore, not inexhaustible. 


THE COST. 


Radium’s lease of life is far shorter. 
Any specimen will give out lin 2,500 
years. If it were not for uranium, the 
popular mistake about radium might 
pass uncensured.- In all _ seriousness, 
radium is too dear, because human ill se 
needs its solatium. It costs now £12 a 
milligramme. _ There are reputable 
people who say it could be sold for £4. 
If Professor Joly had not conceived his 
method of dividing radium emanation 
into small quantities, and if Dr. 
Stevenson had not invented the needle 
technique, the present price of radium 
would have more serious consequences to 
human kind.

_ On the present occasion the competition 
Ais. open .also to secondary and technical 
schools, there being separate sections, though 
the subject of the essay is the same, while 
last year the competition was confined to 
primary schools. 

_As the result of advertising this competi- 
tion the Central Savings Committee has got 
over sixty schools interested in the Savings 
movement, where. there never was a Savings 
Association hitherto. 


AWARDING THE PRIZES. 
..The Central Committée will arrange at 
once for each of the County Savings Com- 
mittees to set up a panel of examiners, who 
will through the essays in each ‘of the 
counties and allot Ist, 2nd, and 3rd prizes. 

When that has been done all the essays, 
with the awards will be returned to the 
Central Savings Committee, who will have 
a special board of examiners to go into the 
essays of the prizewinners in every county, 
and they will award special Saorstat Eireann 
me or the best, essay in Irish and the 

est essay in English. 

The final county and Saorstat prizes will 
be announced in the /rish Times advertising 
columns, as well as the names of the winning 
pupils in every county, the names of the 
schools, and the names of the teachers.

If Mr. Finlay’s partt 
can deliver the goods, we urge the necessity 
for immediate delivery, and as evidence of 
his desire to help we demand that he shéuld 
take steps to see that Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment puts an immediate stop to the oppressive 
proceedings that are being taken to recover 
levies of ratés and rents, which many farmers 
are at present unable to pay, and to which 
a heavy burden of costs has been added by.

Bystander,” was uced for the first time, 
seven months ago, It bore all the marks of a 
popular success, On its revival last night at 
the Abbey Theatre it retained those marks, 
although changes in the cast improved the 
acting in some parts and weakened it in 
others. On the whole, the general strength 
of the play’s appeal is maintained. 

The story of the play is entirely negligible ; 
as commonplace as a schoolboy’s ‘‘ thriller,” 
What Mr, Brennan has done is to take ar 
old and commonplace plot, and, by skilled 
treatment, make it pass as fresh and credible, 

In. ** Bystander ’’ is a man who has bean 

sentenced to imprisonment for life—com- 
muted trom the death penalty for a murder 
alleged to have been committed during an 
unemployed demonstration in London, He 
turns out in fact, to be the Governor's 
Jong-losi| brother. Sir Reginald Sterne (note 
the symbolic surname) succeeded in the 
‘-overnorship of Blackmoor one who was 
humane and kindly. He had the “cat”' 
illegally used on Bystander, but that cool 
and cheeky gentleman turned the tables by 
reminding Sir Reginald of past misdeeds. He 
succeeds In procuring the Governor's resigna- 
fion. on threat of revealing a forgery just 
as he is on the point of release himself. 
_ The scenes are excellently contained ; there 
is excellent characterisation in the two main 
parts, and the dialogue is exceedingly 
Liumorous in the mouth of Ebenezer Jones. 

In the parts of Jones and Bystander, 
Messrs. Paul Farrell and Breffni O'Rourke 
vepeated their great personal successes of the 
first production—so good was their perform- 
ances that the play probably owes as much to 
them as to the author. In the small 
part of the Governors wife. Miss 
Deirdre MacDonagh showed to great advan- 
tage.

MUSICAL RECITAL 


AT BALLSBRIDGE. 


PRO-ARTE STRING 
QUARTET, 


The Pro-Arte String Quartet, which gave 
recitals for the Royal Dublin Society yester- 
day, received, not long ago, the honour of 
dedication of a new quartet work by the 
eminent Hungarian composer, Bartok. The 
werk was included in the programme of last 
night s recital, It was preceded in that pro- 
grainme by a quartet of Haydn. and followed 
hy that quartet of Schubert which, from the 
theme of one of its movements, is alwavs 
known as the ‘‘ Death and the Maiden”’ 
quartet. Bartok’s may he fine music, but, if 
one is to think so, the standards of judgment 
that approve the art of Haydn and Schubert 
niust be lowered before some new criterion, 
So much praise of Bartok is heard among 
those who keep touch with modern develop- 
ments in music that others, to whom vom- 
binations of sounds such as oceur in his No. 4 
quartet are not pleasing, feel at a loss for 
the clue to appreciation of the new terms of 
1usical expression. If one versed in classical 
chamber music had arrived at the recital last 
night only in time for the Bartek quartet, 
he must have thought himself a Rip Van 
Winkle awakened to a changed musical world. 
[ liked some of what T heard during the per- 
formance of the quartet, but then I also like 
hearing an orchestra during that period of 
twittering and tootling and tuning-up that 
precedes ihe entry of its.conductor. At the 
same time, [ would rather hear the orchestra 
play the Mastersingers overture, and ¥ would 
rather hear the Pro-Arte Quartet play music 
cauched in terms to which my ear is trained 
[he quartet plaved last night gives evidence 
that Bartok knows well how to write for 
strings, but [ do think that the setting 
down of much that he has written was 
udiosynerasy more than art, “Death and the 
Maiden,’ coming afterwards, sounded all the 
batter.

á EXCELLENT OUALITY. 

Uhe Pro-Arte Quariet is in the forefront at 
the time when string quartets of excellent 
quality are numerous. Some who heard it 
vesterday were acquainted already with its 
quality through the B.B.C. broadcasts. Less 
than. twenty-four hours before its afterneon 
recital at’ Ballsbridge the wireless enabled us 
to hear the elassical grace of the Pfo-Arte’s 
playing of a favourite Mozart quartet, and the 
exquisite subtlety of its interpretation of the 
Debussy quartet. 

The aiternoon selection com prised 
Beethoven's Op. 18. No. ó, Dvorak’s Nigger 
Quartet, and a work by Hindemith as an 
example of modern work. 

The members of the Pro-Arte Quartet. 
nve:—A, Onnou, G. Prévost, L. Halleux and 
R. Maas. Quartet playing has been brought 
to such a degree of refinement by the several 
groups which visit us now that it has become 
difficult, to draw distinctions between them.

ACT EXTENDED TO MALTA, 
lt ts announced that, in view of the pro- 
visions of Part IT. of the Administration of 
Justice Act, 1920, which provides for the 
entorcement m England, Scotland or Ireland 
of judgments obtained in any paris of His 
Majesty's Dominions outside the United 
Kingdom or in any territories under His 
Majesty’s protection to which the Act 
extends, the Legislature of Malta has made 
reciprocal provision for the enforcement 
therein of judgments obtained in the High 
Court of England; the Court of Session in 
Scotland, and the High Court in Ireland, and 
an Order in Council has accordingly been 
issued extending Part II. of the Act to 
Malia. 

The operation of the above-mentioned 
Order in Council is confined to England, 
Scotland and Northern Ireland: Similar pro- 
vision has not. been made in the Irish Free

FRENCH - CANADIAN 
JUDGE'S APPEAL. 
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From ReEvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 


QUEBEC, Monday. 

Some interesting observations in regard 
to the teaching of the English language in 
French-Canadian schools and universities of 
the province of Quebec were made by Jus- 
tice Albert Sevigny, of the Quebec Superior 
Court. 

“FT am not afraid to state that it is an 
injustice net to teach English in our French- 
Canadian institutions,” he declared, “ and, 
although I am not opposed to the teaching 
of Greek and Latin, I think it is at least 
equally important to give our children an 
excellent knowledge of the Anglo-Saxon lan- 
guage.” 

Afier stating that the French-@anadian 
group in Quebec was not, as a rule, able to 
compete favourably with the neighbouring 
American and their fellow-countrymen of 
English extraction. Judge Sevigny con: 
cluded :—‘‘ Some will criticise me for what 
I say, and will accuse me of wanting to 
Anglicise our population, but that is: just as 
unfair as saying that we study “Gréek to 
become Greeks. ‘Teach us the fine French 
language, teach us Greek and Latin, but 
give us also sound instruction in the English 
language, and we will use this knowledge 
for our personal improvement.’’

A Kindly Light. 


Looking out of my window the other 
night (writes. a correspondent), I saw a 
bright light bobbing along about two 
fields distant, and it was a moment -or 
two before I realised that it was a belated 
wayfarer who was taking no chances while 
traversing the canal towpath.

lassies out for their evening stroll were 
firmly convinced that I had done it with 
malice aforethought. 


Punishment bu I[nstalmenis. 


Nowadays the instalment system has 
been so developed that almost everything, 
from houses to clothing, can be obtained 
on extended payments. Apparently one 
even can commit minor offences against 
the law and pay the monetary penalties by 
instalments. The other day, passing the 
District Court, I encountered a group of 
women just released from custody. From 
the scraps of conversation overheard I 
gathered that they were street traders, 
who, having been fined, were trying to 
calculate the temporary increase in their 
weekly contributions while the instal- 
ments still due on old fines were added to 
those of the new. Many offenders, ignorant 
of this instalment system, when they hear 
‘‘ forty shillings or seven days,” accept 
the alternative, and take a week’s rest in 
the “Joy.” Here the State is in error; 
it has the expense of providing board and 
lodging as alternative to making forty 
shillings. How much better would be the 
inducement to pay fines by displaying in 
the courts notices such as: ‘‘ To those who 
have been fined, Try our instalment 
system; easy payments to suit all 
pockets,’’ These moneys would be clear 
gain, and a welcome relief to the tax- 
payer's pocket.

‘Pressgangs were no uncommon sight in 
‘Dublin, P sacs during the oe de- 
eade of the eighteenth century, and many 
a fierce fight took place between the gangs 
and those whom they tried to impress and 
carry off for service in the Navy. They not 
only seized men of the working classes, but 
often made a dash for the crews of vessels 
lying in the river, An attem impress- 
ment in the year 1795 caused tremendous 
excitement. A boat belonging to a man- 
o’-war in Dublin Bay was proceedi 
down the river laden with some fres 
provisions. Jt happened that some vessels 
were lying just above the Custom House, 
and the lieutenant in command of the 
longboat gave orders to board them with a 
view to impressing some members of the 
crews. 

The merchant sailors, however, put up 
a stout resistance: hand-spikes were freely 
used, and finally the boarding party were 
driven back into their boat, which they 
brought to the south side of the river, But 
here they were again attacked by the coal 
porters and other sailors, and several tars 
were badly injured. The beef intended 
for man-o’-war was brought ashore 
and hacked to pieces by people, who 
hurried home with the spoils of victory. 
When the soldiers arrived to quell the riot 
the conflict had ended. 


Angling Extraordinary. 


I submit the following story as an in- 
dication that there is no end to the 
ingenuity of anglers. In order to vary 
the monotony of ordinary pike fishing, a 
certain Colonel Thornton many years ago 
devised the following process:—He ob- 
tained large pieces of cork, painted them 
in different colours, 2 d named every one 
after a favourite foxhound. I quote the 
Colonel: ‘‘ The mode of baiting them 1s 
by placing a live bait, which hangs at the 
end of ms es of one yard and a half long, 
fastened only so slightly that, on the 
pike’s striking, two or three yards more 
may run off, to enable him to gorge his 
bait. If more line is used, it will pre- 
vent the sport that attends his diving and 
carrying under water the “hound,’’ which 
being thus pursued in a boat down wind 
(which they always take), affords very 
excellent amusement ; and, where pike or 
large perch, or even trout, are in plenty, 
before the hunters (if I may so term these 
fishers) have run down the first pike, 
others are seen coming towards them with 
a velocity proportionable to the fish that 
is at them.’’ The ingenious Colonel ad- 
vises a small wager on each ‘‘ foxhound”’ 
in order to lend an added spice of excite- 
ment. He considers his novelty the sport 
par excellence for ladies—‘‘ whose company 
gives a gusto to all parties.’’ 


Ancient Sport. 


The giant cat fish of the Rhine, Danube 
and other great Continental] rivers called 
for coarser methods, and AMlian recounts a 
crude, but effective, way of dealing with 
this huge fish, which is known to attain a 
length of 13 feet. Obviously such a 
monster demands violent action. Armed, 
therefore, with a strong rope, a yoke and a 
pair of horses or oxen, the ancient fisher- 
man would set out for some favourite 
silurid haunt. Once there he put his 
animals in the yoke, fastened the rope to 
the centre of the yoke, and,-baiting the 
yoke with a great hook and a whole bull’s 
liver, he flung this titan lure into the 
stream—and sat down to wait. Presently a 
mighty tug announced the silurus. Where- 
upon the fisher rushed to the head of his 
team, and after a prolonged struggle, in 
which the strength of the animals was 
opposed to the struggles of the fish, 
generally contrived to land this prey.

‘Playing Horses.” 


Most of us can remember how, when 
all other pleasures failed to satisfy and 
the most exnensive toy had lost its charm, 
we “played horses” to our unbounded 
satisfaction. Any odd bit of string did 
for the reins if it were long enough to 
pass under both arms and leave enough 
for the driver to manipulate. Sometimes 
the string was in two pieces, one of which 
was tied to each arm, when the guiding 
of the horse was made considerably easier. 
The reins, ornamented with little bells, 
are still popular as Christmas gifts. 
Personally, I always preferred plain 
string. 

Yesterday on a country road I watched 
two children play at ‘‘horses,’’ and, 
being country children, they did the thing 
properly. The small boy, who was the 
horse, held the string between his teeth, 
and the small girl, who was the driver, 
walked in front of him, the string held 
in her hand. Traces of tears on the 
driver’s face seemed to point to the fact 
that it is very hard not to chuck a horse’s 
mouth when one walks behind him. This 
spirited animal had evidently .objected., 
and had insisted upon his driver walking 
in front. 


Ghe Perennial Pedestrian. 


In the early days of the bicycle many 
violent encounters took place in the streets 
of every country town between the ‘‘ wheel- 
man ” and the man who was accustomed 
to walk back and forwards on the roadway 
exactly as the spirit moved him. 

A letter published in a provincial news- 
paper in the year 1896 describes the new 
problem, from the point of view of the 
man on the bicycle. ‘‘ Before the bicycle 
will ever become a success a meeting must 
be called for the purpose of allowing the 
wheelman and the pedestrian to arrive at 
some understanding,’’ the writer said. 
‘As it is now, a wheelman comes down 
the street and sees ahead, at a crossing, a 
man or woman who is supposed to be 
endowed with reasonable intelligence. 
This person looks up, sees the cyclist 
approaching, and stands right in the 
middle of the road. He takes a step 
forward, takes another look up the street, 
stops, starts back again, and so on. By 
this time the cyclist is zig-zagging from 
one side of the road to the other and 
muttering. The pedestrian gives up al! 
hope of escape, faces the wheel, extends 
hoth arms, and the two collide. We merely 
ask people to walk along about their 
business and we shall not molest them.’’

THE RIGHT REV. MONSIGNOR W. 
BARRY. 


The death occurred at Oxford yesterday of 
the Right Rev. Mons. William (Francis) 
Barry, Roman Catholic priest and theologian, 
and Canon of Birmingham, at the age of 
81. Appointed Canon of Birmingham in 
1907, Dr. Barry was Rector of St. Peter’s, 
Leamington, from 1908 to 1928. In 1923 he 
was created Notary Apostolic by Pius XI., 
when he was also the recipient by Papal 
brief of the Pope’s congratulations and 
blessings on his efforts as a priest and public 
writer during half a century, For his care 
of Belgian refugees he renal ral the medal] of 
King Albert. 

Born in London, Dr. Barry was ordained in 
Rome, remembered the sittings of the 
Vatican Council and the entry of the Italian 
troops by the Porta Pia. He had lectured in 
America, and at the Royal Institution both 
in Dublin and London, and was the deliverer 
of the centenary address on Edmund Burke. 
His first novel, “The New Antigone,” was 
potent anonymously in 1887. Ed

BUILDING PROBLEMS. 


The housing problem in Belfast has not 
yet been solved, and as the Government 
subsidy period comes to an end in March 
next, the position will become more difficult 
unless the grants are continued for some 
time longer. It will be recalled that the 
attention of the Estates Committee of the 
Corporation was drawn by its principal 
official to the fact that no provision what- 
ever has been made for the building of 
houses for the very poor, and it was 
suggested that they should be provided 
with dwellings even at uneconomic rents 
in the interests of the community in 
general, as the function of good govern- 
ment is to elevate and educate. 

This unfortunate class will be just as 
badly off as ever when the existing schemes 
are completed, as its members are unable 
to afford the rentals charged on even the 
cheapest of subsidy houses. Kitchen 
houses may be obtained at 10s. and parlour 
houses at 15s. weekly, There are always 
plenty of applicants for these houses ; but 
there is a multitude of casual workers and 
* out-of-jobs ’’ who are quite unable to 
afford such sums. 

Several thousand public and private 
ratings have been returned as vacant, and 
at present many empty terrace houses of the 

re-war period are being offered for sale. 
Nenants who can afford it evidently favour 
the newer type of house, of which a great 
many have been built recently. 


HARE COURSING CONTROVERSY. 


The agitation against the coursing of 
captive hares in Ulster is gaining in 
intensity, and promoters of the sport are 
becoming uneasy as to the ultimate result. 
The threé great Protestant Churches have 
joined in the protest, and should they 
gain the official support of the Orange 
Institution, a formidable case for prohibi- 
tion will be presented to the Government. 
A few days before the Northern Senate 
rose for the winter recess Mr, Leslie, 
D.L., introduced a bill which proposes to 
take away certain privileges that coursing 
in an enclosed space at present enjoys, 
and to make it subject to the ordinary 
law. 

This measure has passed its second 
reading with the consent of the Govern- | 
ment, in order that the House might ex- 
press its opinion, and in the meantime the 
whole subject is receiving careful con- 
sideration. The crusaders against the 
coursing of captive hares, however, 
demand that it should be abolished in any 
shape or form, and will be content with 
nothing less. When Parliament meets in 
the spring of next year some lively 
debates are expected.

POSTMASTER-GENERAL 
AND THE SCHEME. 


A number of questions with regard to the 
proposed grant for grand opera were answered 
in the House of Commons yesterday by Mr. 
Lees-Smith, the Postmaster-General, who said 
that the Covent Garden Opera Syndicate 
(1930), Ltd., had appointed Mrs, Philip Snow- 
den, who was also a Governor of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, as one of its direc- 
tors, It was a condition of payment of the 
Government grant to the syndicate that dur- 
ing its continuance the syndicate should not 
engage in any business other than that arising 
out of grand opera. 

Sir Butt inquired whether, in view 
of the fact that the Imperial League of Opera 
had cancelled their amalgamation, under which 
they were to have provided equal funds with 
the Covent Garden —— he still proposed 
to proceed with the State subvention. 

Mr, Lees-Smith said that while the partici- 
pation of the Imperial League would, he im- 
agined, be widely welcomed, the scheme for 
the presentation of grand opera by the Covent 
Garden Syndicate, with the assistance of the 
B.B.C. and the State, was not contingent upon 
the participation of the League. 

Earl Winterton asked whether the Post- 
master-General did not consider it highly im- 
Mam, to et up negotiations with the 
syndicate until the question of

Mr. Lees-Smith—I very much hope that the

Combating Illness 
Among Children. 


Value of _ Immunisation. 
AGduErnLdroisésa 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Monday. 

The importance of immunisation against 
illness among children is stressed by Dr. 
Saunders, the Medical Officer for Health mm 
Cork City. During November there were 
twenty-two cases of scarlatina and 32 of 
diphtheria. There was one death from 
diphtheria 

Dr. Saunders’s figures show that 
mortality has decreased somewhat. 

There is no special feature in the official 
statistics for the month, said Dr. Saunders 
to-day, except that the notifieations of diph- 
{heria represents an appreciable reduction m 
the incidence as compared with the previous 
three months, during which ‘the average 
figure was forty-six. This is all the more 
satisfactory since this is the time of the 
year when one expects a distinct and marked 
increase in the number of cases of diphtheria 
One child died from diphtheria during the 
month, This child had never received tm- 
munisation treatment. It has been frequently 
stressed that immunisation does not protect 
against the occurrence of disease in 100 per 
cent. of cascs, but examination of the death 
returns shows clearly that it seems certainly 
to modify the disease when it does develop 
and render it less severe. : 

During the past twelve months, fifty-four 
children died from this disease in Cork, and 
in mo single instance had diphtheria t- 
munisation treatment been carried out. On 
the other hand, ip these relatively few cases 
in which diphtheria developed after treatment 
the infection was quickly thrown off and the 
patients made rapid recovery. In most of 
these cases the requisite period of time for 
the development of immunity had not 
transpired.

IRELAND. 


Mr. McGilligan, the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce in the Free State, 
will introduce a bill in the Dail in March 
revent further appeals to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council.

For some 
years, doubtless, Irish conservatism will 
oppose the innovation; but there is every 
reason to expect that increased under- 
standing, reinforced by the example of 
other countries, must justify the experi- 
ment to the full. 

We do not foresee an industria] dominion 
in the Free State, and mechanical 
industry is unlikely ever to determine the 
}Shannon Scheme’s success or “failure. 
Yet. a “‘low load” system during the 
night hours, when normally the electrical 
output is at its lowest, might do some- 
thing to help the industries. If current 
were supplied at half-price or thereabouts 
for a few hours after midnight, the 
Supply Board, though it might lose money 
in a few certain cases—notably, the larger 
newspaper offices—would induce a host of 
small presses throughout the provinces to 
change over to electrica] power, and might 
encourage industrial concerns to employ 
night shifts. The Board’s most urgent 
function, however, is to foster the use of 
electricity in agriculture, as it has been 
fostered with notable success in other 
lands ; for only thus can it play a vital 
part in the Free State’s economy. 
Presumably, in process of time. every 
experiment that electrical development 
has made possible elsewhere will increase 
the productiveness of the Irish farmer; 
but there has been hitherto little eager- 
ness on his part to apply modern methods. 
The cost of current for industrial pur- 
poses, though small compared with that 
of lighting power, remains a deterrent. 
When the full output has been. attained 
the cost may fall; but at present it 
seems that a concession will be required 
from one side or the other, Either the 
Electricity Supply Board ‘must remit its 
prices to allow fuller opportunity to 
agricultural interests, or the farmers must 
swallow the expense as a means to in- 
creased prosperity.

Spanish Affairs. 


Mr. J.. Ugidos, the London Correspor- 
dent of La Nacion, of Madrid, said to-day 
that’ the present Spanish troubles had 
their birth in the wide unrest due, partly, 
to the. spread of unemployment whic! 
followed the death of the former Dictator 
of Spain, General Primo de Rivera, about 
six months ago. On his death, the old 
politicians returned to the stage. Among 
those who resumed their former political 
activities were Senor Unamuno, Rector cf 
Salamanca University—who had left the 
country for France after. his speeches 
att-cking the constitution under de 
Rivera—and Senor Alba,, an extreme 
Liberal, who also had been living in 
France. The King. appointed General 
Berenguer as Prime Minister, one of whose 

rst actions was to remove the censorship. 
With the abolition of' this censorship 
opinions became more outspoken. Strikes 
have been a steadily growing feature of 
the Berenguer régime, and unemployment 
and unrest have incfeased generally since 
he came inte office. The military have 
been affected by the widespread unrest, 
apparently-as a result of propdganda dis 
tributed among. the troops. There are now 
two distinct currehts, Monarchist and non- 
Monarchist. The lJa‘:er comprise the 
Socialists and Liberals principally. ai- 
though the two parties have not joined 
forces cpenly.

MADRID, Monday. 

The people of Madrid were greatly 
alarmed this morning when they heard of 
the revolt of the Air Force at Cuatro, 
Vientos Aerodrome, just outside the 
capital, but otherwise life has gone on 
much as usual. Apart from the interrup- 
tion of the telephones and the appearance 
of troops and police in unwonted numbers, 
the appearance of the streets was normal. 

The first “ the man in the street ” knew 
of the trouble was the appearance of a few 
aeroplanes scattering leaflets urging the 
people to revolt and join the republican 
movement. This caused a stir, and a little 
later it became known that the Air Force 
ot Cuatro Vientos had revolted. j 

Stringent measures were ‘taken by the 
civil and military authorities to suppress. 
the revolt and to prevent any sporadic dis- 
turbances. At half-past ten General 
Kindelan, the Vice-President of the Air 
Council, called on General Berenguer, the 
Prime Minister. General Balmes, the 
Director of Aeronautical Services, was also 
'Joseted with the Prime Minister, and stern 
measures were decided upon to restore 
order, 


LOYAL TROOPS ADVANCE, 


General Kindelan, on leaving General

They had to cut down or load a 
certain amount of timber in the twelve 
hours, but, as many of them were ill and 
weak, they could not do their work in the 
time allotted, and had to go on working 
untal they had finished. 

‘ No consideration was made for illness. 
The prisoners died like flies. They could 
not stand the long and heavy work in the 
intense cold, and with bad food, in their 
weakened condition. In the winter the 
temperature is 45 degrees below freezing 
point. 


THE FOOD RATION. 


“The food consisted of two-and-a-half 
pounds of bread, which was only given to 
a prisoner if he fulfilled his task. If he 
could not do so, his ration was cut down 
accordingly. Prisoners seldom got the full 
amount of two-and-a-half pounds for this 
reason. Sometimes a prisoner got only a 
pound of bread a.day or less. . Occasion- 
ally they were given a little fish soup, but 
nothing else. The soup was made of 
rotten fish, and was practically uneatable. 

“ Most of the prisoners are in rags, 
and there is no question of snow boots ; 
usually all they have to wear on their 
feet is wooden shoes. There is no medical 
aid whatever to be obtained. 

‘‘ Tf a prisoner is too weak to work, he 
ig flogged and put into a hole dug in the 
earth, and, as he is in rags and gets 
hardly any food when he is not working, 
he dies off very soon in the intense cold. | 


0.G.P.U. METHODS. 


“In all the camps, and particularly in 
the Archangel camp, if-a prisoner tried 
to escape, he was instantly shot in the 
presence of the other prisoners as an 
example. Agents of the O.G.P.U.—the 
Soviet Secret Police—have only the legal 
right to shoot prisoners when they try to 
escape; but if any agent’ is displeased - 
with a prisoner, he will tell him to go to 
the forest near by, and, under the pre- 
tence that he is trying to escape, shoot 
him from behind. In such conditions, of 
course, no. justice whatever can be 
obtained.”’ 

The prisoners said in_ conelusion :— 
“ We would like also to say a word about 
the priests. Most of the churches in 
Russia have been closed by force by the 
Soviet Government, and the greater num- 
ber of the priests are working in. these 
prison camps and carrying out timber . 
collection. Their only offence is that.they 
represented religion. These priests are 
the only ones who are allowed to. retain 
their beards; but they are not allowed to 
go near any foreign ships which are being 


loaded. They are only allowed to work in 
connection with the collecting of timber.’’ 


‘DYE-STUFFS ACT TO CONTINUE. 


PROPOSAL CARRIED 
BY LORDS. 


From OUR PaRLIAMENTARY

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Lords this afternoon 
joined issie with the Commons over the 
question of the Dye-Stuffs Act, which the 
Government decided should be dropped 
from the schedule of the Expiring Laws 
Continuance Bill.

away a great deal of 
work which had been 
done, and suddenly 
arresting the great 
development in the 
British dye industry 
Which was taking 
place. If the Act 
Was permitted to 
‘lapse, there. was a 
réal danger of the 
Germans refusing to 
supply novelties in 
dyes to customers in

this country unless 
supplies of dyes. 

.Theré was also, he said, a danger of 
dumping and price-euttiny. The question 
was. of vital importance to the industrial 
security. and development of the country 
and to the whole of the British chemical 
industry. The Act, in his opimion, should 
be continued until there had been a 
thorough inquiry into the possible effeet 
of its. lapsing. 

Lard Parmoor argued that if the Act 
was prolonged, it would be to the great 
disadvantage of the great textile in-

been considered by Lord Hailsham, but it 
was the one vital and essential factor 
which had determined the decision made 
by the Government.

Lord Newton asserted that the real 
opposition to the renewal of the Act came, 
not from the dye-users, but from those 
who disliked “ the acid pedantry”’ of 
the present Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

On a division Lord Hailsham’s amend- 
ment was carried against the Government 
by 87 votes to 14, and the bill was then 
passed through its remaining stages. 


COMPROMISE MAY BE 
SOUGHT. 
From A Lossy CORRESPONDENT. 

The Cabinet is expected: to consider at 
its mecting on Wednesday the situation 
created by the Lords’ decision. On 
Wednesday afternoon the amendment will 
come before the House of Commons, and it 
is probabie that the Government will then 
put forward a compromise proposal. 

The technical position is such that the 
Lords are able to compel. the Government 
to yield to the demand for the continuance 
of the Act. A further complication in the 
situation is that the Government cannot 
be certain of securing a majority in the 
Commons for a motion to reject the Lords’ 
amendment. A similar amendment was 
defeated in the Commons a fortnight ago 
by only thirty votes, when an appreciable 
number of Conservatives were absent. 

In these circumstances it is probable 
that the Government will seek to vary the 
Lords’ proposal: regarding the period for 
which the Act should be continued.

TURF SUPPLIES FAIRLY 
GOOD. 
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WINTER GRAIN 
PROSPECTS. 
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The position of. those Gependent upon turl 
for their winter fuel, though less than satis- 
factory, is not, says the December report ot 
the Department of Agriculture, such as to 
Warrant serious anmiety. In most instances 
sufficient supplies are in sight to meet normal 
requirements up to the end of the winter 
season. i 

Despite the inclement weather which has 
prevailed since early summer, live stock. were 
still in good health at the eud of November. 
They were naturally pot in as good condition 
as they would have been in had the season 
been more favourable. Dairy cattle suffered 
from the rain and cold winds, and a reduc- 
tion in milk yields Was reported. No serious 
outbreaks of disease were reported from any 
quarter. Although the presence of liver 
fluke infection was detected in the livers oi 
many slaughtered animals, the widespread 
precautions taken by stockowners checked 
the disease and no serious losses were noti- 
fied. In some cases outlying stock had to 
be hand-fed four weeks earlier than usual, 
but. in most . districts the supply of grass 
available rendered this course unnecessary. 

Supplies of grain aud fodder available at 
the end of the month were considered ade- 
quate to last with careful management unul 
the close of the winter. Owing to the low 
ptices prevailing for grain of all kinds, 
crowers, retained a much larger propertion of 
home grown grain for feeding on their farms. 
In some of the western districts the excep- 
tionally low price te which imported maize 
has fallen was reported to have proved a 
boon to feeders of pigs an! poultry. 


‘GRAIN CHIEFLY FOR FEEDING. 
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Final yields of 'all “grain crops were some- 


what below the average in guantitv, and | 


appreciably below the normal in quality. 

' A considerable proportion of wheat was soft 
aid discloured and of poor milling quality. 
Prices, realised up to 17s., and iv a few cases 
20s. pér barrel. ’ a há 

Barley was mostly only fair to middling. 
Virtually all gin of malting quality was 
sold to maltsters before the close of last 
month, The average price realised was 14s. 
Gd. pet barrel. 

Grain of feeding quality was in most cases 
retained’ for feeding purposes, but in some 
instances sales were recorded ut prices rang- 
ing jrom 12s. to 14s, per barrel. 

Large quantities of oats remain on hands 
at most farms, as few growers were prepared 
to offer any considerable quantity for sale at 
the low prices obtainable. It is probable that 
the bulk of the crop will be retained for feed-. 
ing: ‘Normally; of course, virtually four-fifths 
of the crop AGE or is fed on the farms.

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ALIEN ENEMY 
HOLDINGS. 
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CANADIAN SECURITIES 
CASE, 
From Reurer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Monday. 

The Supreme Court of Canada has dis- 
missed, with costs, an appeal of the 
Secretary of State of Canada against the 
judgment of the Exchequer Court in 
relation to approximately a million dollars 
worth of alien property seized by the 
United States Government during the 
Great War. 

On the entrance of the United States 
ito the war the Government of that country 
seized a quantity of shares and bonds in 
possession of German nationals: The 
securities were of Canadian origin, being 
shares and bonds of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the City of Montreal, the 
[Imperial Oil Company and the Toronto 
Power Company, and a claim was made by 
the Secretary of State, as Canadian 
custodian of alien property, that the 
securities be turned over to Canada, 

The judgment of the Exchequer Court, 
that the securities had been properly at- 
tached by the United States custodian, has 
accordingly been upheld by the Supreme 
Court.

Home Work ? 


OPINIONS OF DUBLIN 
TEACHERS AND PARENTS.

By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 

Does the school system in the Free State 
provide that an unreasonable amount of home 
study must be undertaken by boys and girls?! 

Some parents have made complaint that 
teachers insist upon too much home work 
being done by pupils. Investigations show 
that the complaint is in no way general, 

A number of schoolmasters, admitted that 
they had received representations on the 
matter, but the majority of teachers who 
were questioned said that such complaints 
were ridiculous. 

HEADMASTER’S VIEWS. 

The Rev, William Anderson, Headmaster of 
Mountjoy School, Dublin, said: '' There is 
a modern craze for making things easy for 
young people, but if boys get good food and 
a reasonable amount of recreation what they 
are given in the way of study to be done at 
home could not possibly do them harm.. It 
means about two and a half hours’ work. 

“I insist on a boy not sitting down for 
home preparation in the afternoon. Our 
school hours end at 3 p.m., and I insist on 
the boarders going into the open air from 
4 o'clock until 7 o clock in the summer time, 
and until 6.30 o’clock in winter. The boy 
should be protected by his parents, who must 
regulate how he spends his time. A boy can- 
not make headway without home prepara- 
Lion, 

‘*T cannot remember when I had a com- 
plaint from parents, but whenever there has 
heen a representation as to excessive time 
being required to do home tasks it has been 
easily adjusted. With four or five masters 
giving each boy his a one master more 
enthusiastic than another might allot more to 
he done in his subjects. It is a matter to be 
regulated. 

‘“No decent boy makes any objection to 
studying about two and a half hours at home. 
The system encourages individual effort, in 
the fact, that the boy has to work by himself. 
It tends to develop character. We never give 
the younger pupils more work than would 
occupy an hour to an hour and a half.”’ 

A principal teacher in a primary school 
said that they had never had complaints from 

arents. ‘‘ Home work,” he said, “is abso- 
utely essential. What we give pupils at the 
Central Model School to do at home is 
memory work and exercises. There is no 
time in school hours for memory work. ‘There 
is no overburdening. No work is set for 
home study which is puzzling or problema 
tical, That would be unfair to the child. 
The work set for the home is work which 
is slightly below what has been done in the 
school ”’ 

The prefect of studies in a girls’ college 
said that sometimes parents complained that 

upils brought home too much work, These 
bas she said, were exactly the same as 
were set as after school work for the 
boarders. ‘The girls who went home often 
gave too much time to visiting friends and 
indulging in amusements, with the result 
that parents found them sitting up late in 
order to try and get through the home 
work.” 
“Teachers cannot be expected to do 
everything. A reasonable amount of home - 
work is esseatial to progress. Home work 
is valuable in training memory.” 
OPINIONS OF PARENTS. 

A father, whose children attend the Model 
School, stating an objection, said that his 
boys left home at 9 a.m., and did not get 
back until 4.15 p.m., and he thought that, 
in the circumstance, they brought too much 


work to be done at home. Too little | 
time. he said, was allowed in the 
middle of the school hours for lunch. 


He suggested a more extended midday inter- 
val in school work and an extension of the 
school hours. 
The father of a little girl who is attending 
@ private school, expressing approval of the 
home work system, said that parents should 
take an active part in the work. He said 
this was essential in the education of a child 
attending a Jarge school. The sympathetic 
word of a mother or father, or a painstaking 
effort to awaken understanding where there 
was apparent dullness, would enable the child 
to think out the meaning of words that had 
merely been a noise in the class-room.

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SUGAR STABILISATION 
PROPOSALS. 


GERMANS MAINTAIN THEIR 
DEMANDS. 


CONFERENCE BREAKS DOWN, 
From Revurer’s CORRFESPONDENT, 
BRUSSELS, Monday. 

The reply of Germany to the Chadbourne 
proposals for the stabilisation of world sugar 
prices wag received early this afternoon. The 
Germans maintained their demands for 
exports of 450,000 tons for the first year, 
and 350,000 for the following. 

The Conference then drew up counter pro- 
posals to be put before the German delegs- 


tion, but as the latter had left Brussels, no 


official reply was forthcoming. 
In certain circles it is stated that measures 


may be found to ensure the acceptance of 


these proposals by Germany. 

The International Sugar Conference held a 
last session this. afternoon, and an agreement 
was definitely concluded for the fixing of the 
annual exports from the European producing 
countries at 1,229,000 tons, to be apportioned 
as follows:—Czecho-Slovakia, 590,000 tons; 
Poland, 319,000 tons; Hungary 85,000 tons; 
Belgium, 35,000 tons, and Germany, 200,000 
tons. For Cuba and Java the figures settled 
at Amsterdam will enter into force, 

As regards the extra amount demanded by 
the Germans, the Conference gave full per- 
mission to Mr. Chadbourne to negotiate with 


the representatives of the German sugar 
industry. 

Later. 
Following the receipt of the German 


reply to the Chadbourne proposals, the Sugar 
Conference delegates drew up counter-pro- 
posals Increasing the export quota 
allotted to Germary to 300,000 tons a year 
for five vears, instead the 200,000 
originally offered to them. The Germans 
refused to accept this offer, insisting that 
they should be allowed 450,000 the first vear 
and 350,000 tons for the next four years, 
and it was announced that they were leavin 
Brussels at once. 

Subsequently it was siated that the 
Germans had missed their train, and that 
the negotiations would be continued, but later 
in the evening the Germans, not having 
received any fresh proposals from the Con- 
ference, finally left Brussels. It has been 
agreed that the stabilisation proposals should 
not be put into force until the Germans have 
agreed to the Chadbourne plan, and the 
European experts are to meet again in 
Brussels on February 2nd to consider the 
results of the negotiations between Mr. 
Chadbourne and the Germans. 


MINERS AND THE 
SPREAD-OVER. 


RESULT STILL IN DOUBT. 

Mr. A. J. Cook, the Secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation, informed a _ reporter 
yesterday that he was still awaiting re- 
plies from two of the districts on the 
acceptance or rejection of a spreadover of 
working hours as a temporary measure to 
safeguard wages. The spreadover has 
been recommended by the Government and 
the Miners’ National officials. 

Mr. Cook said that he hoped to be able 
to report the result of the district voting to 
the Miners’ Executive, which meets in 
London to-day, but he was not in a posi- 
tion yesterday to reveal the final decision, 
which was still in doubt.
